It is Thought the Court House 


Bond Carried by 200 Votes 


and the Other by 400. 


T here was aa election 
in Cass 
county yesterday th a t for interest 
and enthusiasm has hardly ever been 
equalled in that county. 
The elec­ 
tion was a special one called for the 
purpose of voting 130,000 bonds for 
the erection of a new court house 
and the second was for the voting of 
$30,000 for road and bridge purposes. 
This combined question has ag i­ 
tated the people of th a t county to 
the highest pitch, and those who 
were against and for the proposi­ 
tions have p u t up an ugly fight, but 
from present indications it is under­ 
stood that both issues have carried 
when the ballots are all counted, 
which will take perhaps until to­ 
morrow some time. 
W hen the comm issioners of Cass 
county decided by resolution last fall 
to subm it 
these questions to the 
voters there were all kinds of conjec­ 
tu re s as to the probable outcome. 
Those opposed to the voting of bonds 
for the court house claimed at the 
time, and it is understood have elaim- 
e i up to the last, that the proposition 
of voting the $30,000 for the other 
purpose was nothing more than a 
scheme to interest the voters of the 
farm ing 
districts, 
believing th at 
they would surely vote on the propo­ 
sition to improve the roads and, of 
course, the sentim ent on this issue 
would be carried into the struggle 
for th e other $30,000 issue. 
A ttorney Feltus came down from 
the north this m orning and he stated 
th at it would be some tim e before 
the ballots would be counted, but he 
th o u g h t there was no doubt now but 
th a t both propositions would carry 
court houseby about 200 m ajority and 
the other by about 400 majority. 
The main light on the co u rt house 
proposition was waged on the part of 
the residents of Cass Lake and vici­ 
nity and Pine River and vicinity, but 
the statem ents made th a t the other 
issue was only a lead, did not make 
good as the people of Cass Lake were 
alm ost unanimous on the road and 
bridge proposition.

BOND PROPOSITION 
CARRIES IN CASS 


Election Held Yesterday was an 
Interestinf One and Hard 
Foufht on Both Sides. 


ISSIES HAVE GOOD MAJORITIES. 


It is Thought the Court House 
Bond Carried by 200 Voles 
and the Other by 400- 
There was an elect loa is Cass 
county yesterday that for interest 
and enthusiasm has hardly ever been 
equalled in that county. The elec­ 
tion was a special one called for the 
purpose of voting 130,000 bonds for 
the erection of a new court house 
and the second was for the voting of 
#30,000 for road and bridge purposes. 
This combined question has agi­ 
tated the people of that county to 
the highest pitch, and those who 
were against and for the proposi­ 
tions have put up an ugly fight, but 
from present indications it is under­ 
stood that both issues have carried 
when the bailoteare all counted, 
which will take perhaps until to­ 
morrow some time. 
When the commissioners of Cass 
county decided by resolution last fall 
to submit these questions to the 
voters there were alt kinds of conjee 
tures as to the probable outcome 
Those opposed to the voting of bonds 
for the court house claimed at the 
time, and it Is understood have claim 
el up to the last, that the proposition 
of voting the #30,000 for the other 
purpose was nothing more than a 
scheme to interest the voters of the 
farming districts, believing that 
they would surely vote on the propo­ 
sition to improve the roads and, of 
course, the sentiment on this issue 
would be carried into the struggle 
for the other 130,000 issue. 
Attorney Felt us came down from 
the north this morning and he stated 
that it would be some time before 
the ballots would be counted, but he 
t hought there was no doubt now but 
that both propositions would carry 
court houseby about 200 majority and 
the other by about 400 majority. 
The main fight on the court house 
proposition was waged on the part of 
the residents of Cass Lake and vici­ 
nity and Pine River and vicinity, but 
the statements made that the other 
issue was only a lead, did not make 
good as the people of Cass Lake were 
almost unanimous on the road and 
bridge proposition.
